ee soldiers by the Government of India has reported 

that it found lock-hospitals in ail the ten cantonments in which it held enquiries, 

and has expressed the opinion that the Government of India has maintained 
prostitutes for soldiers in the face of a Parliamentary prohibition. 

It is to be hoped that the English public have a keener moral sense than 
the Anglo-Indian public. The Government of India will certainly be called 
upon for an explanation of its conduct im this connection. Warren Hastings 
was impeached. Is there no Burke now in England to impeach Lord 
Lansdowne ? 

The Government which thus maintains prostitutes for the use of its soldiers 
plumes itself upon being a Christian Government. And this wicked thing is 
done with the Indian revenue which is, as it were, the very heart’s blood of the 
Indian people. And such, indeed, are the Christians for whose edification the 
people of India are required to maintain a Christian Church in this country ! 
But there is, in Heaven, One who judges everything that is done on earth, 
and He will one day visit this iniquity with just punishment. The world’s 
history bears clear testimony to the divine justice of that Sovereign Judge. 

4, A correspondent of the same paper objects to the proposal to levy an 
income-tax in the Kamrup district of Assam upon 
the money which is regularly charged by Brahmin 
fathers upon those to whom they marry their daughters. The grounds of objec- 
tion are as follows:—(1) the tax will raise the marriage-fee, which is already so 
high as to render it impossible for many to get a wife; (2) its imposition will 
furnish a precedent for the levying of an income-tax upon the fee which is charged 
by the fathers of Kulin bridegrooms in Bengal upon the fathers of the brides, 
and thus render it still more difficult for the latter to marry their daughters 
suitably ; and (3) it will lead to oppression, because, as there is no means of 
knowing the amount of fee charged in each case, such amount is likely to be 
over-estimated on the strength of the statements of men having a grudge against 
either of the contracting parties.

The same paper thus hails the appointment of Lord Elgin to the 
Viceroyalty of India :— | 

It is only fitting that a descendant of Bruce 
should be one among the handful of English peers 
who sympathise with Ireland’s demand for Home Rule. The inhabitants of 
Aryavarta beseech the descendant of the liberator of Scotland with folded hands 
to give them their just rights. It is to be hoped that he will make his name 
memorable among the teeming millions of India by treading in the footsteps of 
Lord Ripon, and by administering the country with still greater success than 
his illustrious predecessor. 

But it is rather an alarming sign that Lord Elgin’s appointment to the 
Viceroyalty of India has been hailed with joy by the Indian Civilians as well as 
by the Conservative papers both in England and in this country, and that he 
was a class-fellow of Lords Harris and Wenlock. His Lordship, however, 
belongs to the opposite party in politics. ‘The ability which he has displayed 
in the discharge of his duties as the Commissioner of Works raises the hope 
that, if he works in a persevering and independent spirit, he will prove a 
successful Indian administrator. But it is very difficult for an Indian Governor 
to resist civilian influence. But be that as it may, the writer hails Lord Elgin’s 
appointment to the Viceroyalty with a hopeful heart.
